Federal Water Power 


Since the passage of the federal waterpower act, three or 


four years ago, the federal power commission has handled 
the applications for the installation of more than 21.000,000 
horsepower. The country has begun to utilize its "white roa.1" 
with a rush and to extend electrification on a scale never be- 
fore imagined. 


"Superpower" is the word. The commission reports that 


when only four gaps of a few miles each are closed, there will 
be an interconnected system of electrical power reaching along 
the Pacific coast all the way from Canada to Mexico. Similar 
projects are under way in groups of eastern and middle-west- 
ern states. 


Evidently the time is not far distant wjien the whole country 


will be connected in similar fashion, with a combination of 
waterpower and coal power, turned into electrical current, 
and made instantly available everywhere. There will be noth- 
ing local any more about electrical transmission. Our national 
streams and mines will all go to make one great reservoir of 
power. 


To hasten'that day the commission wants additional auth- 


ority, centered in itself instead of being scattered through sev- 
eral governmental departments. The request sounds reason- 
able.

relatives and friends of persons who 
had taken passage aboard her.

The .only authentic passenger 
list was aboard the steamer and for 
that reason it was never known defin- 
itely how many lives were lost.
